'■RELIGIOUS PROBLEMS." 



Difficulties of Church in Dealing 
With Troubles of To-day. 



Dr. Symonds, of Christ Church 
Cathedral, tho popular preacher to 
McGill students, delivered the first ud- 
dress of the serios he Is giving on 
"Some Religious Problems of Our 
Time." before a large audience in the 
Central Y.M.C.A. yesterday after- 
noon. Dr. Adams, Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Applied Science, acted as 
chairman of the occasion. These ad- 
dresses should be of special interest 
to McGill students, as Dr. Symonds 
will speak on many much discussed 
religious topics which have often puz- 
zled the undergraduate mind. 

Dr. Symonds, In his opening re- 
marks, candidly stated his point ol 
view. "I speak," he said, "as one who 
stands for the modern point of view. 
I am a man of to-day. and speaking 
generally, un evolutionist. These ad- 
dresses are Intended for those who 
have doubts, not for those who have 
none. Perhaps some of tho things 1 
shall say will hurt those who heed 
the old views, but my statements 
must be judged in the light of their 
purpose. They are made for those 
who are groping, having broken away 
from the beliefs of childhood. 1 The 
minister must be candid, the pulpit 
capnot become "a coward's . castle." 

The difficulties that lead one to 
doubt to-day are largely the same as 
those of thirty years ago, though 
probably the doubting attitude is ac- 
centuated to-day by the rapid acqui- 
sition of truths hitherto unknown. 

I hâve nothing to say to those who 
think it clever to express unbelie'f, 
nor to those who do not want to be- 
lieve. I have avoided the discussion 
of particular doctrines, and kept to 
broad topics generally, because the 
subject is broad itself. 

What is the nature of the religious 
doubts and difficulties of to-day? The 
difficulties of to-day spring i out of 
many conditions. 

Firstly, there are the difficulties 
that have their root in temperament. 
There are some people who are born 
sceptics. They must ask questions 
and raise problems. Sometimes these 
are people of great religious capacity, 
like Pascal. All students of litera- 
ture know that Cardinal Newman wa3 
a great sceptic, but also intensoly re- 
ligious. One may be doubtful but at 
the same time religious. Religion Is 
not synonymous with theology and 
creed. A sceptic may have a profound 
sense of religion, may place spiritual 
things on a much higher piano than 
things material, yet may havo doubts 
about the nature and workings of 
God, or about the morality of tho Old 
Testment. Doubts In themselves are 
not wicked, and scepticism is often a 
means to increasing knowledge — a 
path to human progress. 

Secondly, there are religious diffi- 
culties that are Incidental to Uie 
growth of the mind. The study of 
child psychology reveals tho fact th.it 
the child mind is receptive and. be- 
lieving-. The years of youth are es- 
sentially questioning and of growing 
self-consciousness. The youth Is eas- 
ily satisfied, but easily put off. The 
clergyman is the last person to whom 
he would go for advice— tho result is 
he becomes reclusive, there is a con- 
flict within , and a rebellion without 
against authority and tradition. 

The Church has not always dealt 
wisely with the troubles of youth. Do 
not teach the child the literal truth 
of the first three chapters of Genesis, 
for ho accepts it merely to learn after 
he has been a couple of years at Mc- 
Gill that he has been deceived. 

The religious difficulties that have 
their root In temperament and thoae 
that are incidental to the growth of 
mind are Internal, but they are fod 
by external facts; and this brings us 
to our third class of facts, that cause 
religious difficulties — they are the 
difficulties that arise not of the ad- 
vance of knowledge, Modem Science, 
Theology, Biology, Evolution, Criti- 
cism, Lower Criticism, and Higher 
Criticism. t We learn in the First 
Chapters of Genesis that all animal 
creation sprang Into being in twenty- 
four hours. To doubt this has been 
considered contrary to the tenets of 
tho Church. Modern Science has com- 
pletely overthrown this idea. The con- 
ditions of to-day In animal and veget- 
able life are recognized to bo tho re- 
sult of gradual evolution, and the pro- 
cesses of change are still going on: 
Dean Adams, of McGill, will tell you 
thatMt. Royal and tho hills between 
here and Brome Lake were once flam- 
ing volcanoes, and that the St. Law- 
rence Valley was once a Salt Sea Lake. 
The Church in the past has emphati- 
cally denounced these theories, and 
tenaciously clung to tradition. It is 
no' wonder that college students lose 
all faith in the Church and become 
evon scornful and quite IndlfferenJ; lo

FOURTH GEOLOGICAL 




Dr. Bancroft Led the Procession 
and Gave Interesting Talk. 

The Fourth Geological excursion of 
the season took the form of a trip 
to 'cartlervllle, under the leadership 
of Dr. Bancroft. , The weather-man 
was quite favourable, and the nilld 
temperature rendered ' note -taking 
somewhat less painful than Is usual 
out-of-doors, at this time of year. 

At nine o'clock the class met at 
Snowdon Junction; where they board 
ed a Cartlervllle car en route for the 
quarries, which have have the Mecca 
for many generations of Geological 
pilgrims from McGill. 

Here the lecturer gave a brief out- 
line of the history of the region, and 
what was most interesting, described 
how the underlying foundations were 
laid down, and how they were tilted 
toward the south, thus exposing to 
our view the successive layers and dif- 
ferent formations. 

Specimens were collected and ex- 
amined, of tho anorthoBite, a rock 
made up principally of plagioclase 
feldspar, pyroxene and black iron ore. 
Thousands of stfbare miles of this 
rock underlie the Laurentlan coun- 
try. Samples were also secured of 
the chazl lime stone, which was laid 
down directly under the Trenton Unie 
stone. The chazl was found to be 
filled with numerous fossils of the or- 
thls variety. 

Tho old stone' fences in this vicin- 
ity are veritable fossil museums, and 
the finest specimens to be had are 
placed conveniently near the high- 
ways. 

The lecturer than came upon a rock 
called the Campsonlte, and went into 
some detail, describing It. A lime 
stone quarry and a splendid example 
of a dyke were viewed In turn, and 
then a move was made to return to 
Montreal, and the party reached tne 
Canadian Metropolis about 12 o'clock.

Last evening, the second of the Sun- 
day night "Sings" took place in Strath- 
cona Hall. This was tho first "mixed 
sing" of the. season, but not as many 
of the ladles were on hand as might, 
perhaps, have been expected. The 
comfortable sitting room was well 
filled, and everybody seemed to en- 
joy the programme, judging from the 
applause. The Rev. Mr. McLeod pre- 
sided, as usual. The chief attrac- 
tion of the evening was the talk by 
Mr. McClaln, who has been attached 
as a Y.M.C.A. secretary to the Brit- 
ish Indian forces in the Mesopotam- 
ian Campaign. Mr. McClaln Is just 
the kind of man for such a gathering 
His talk was, of course, of an Infor- 
mal nature, and was most interesting. 
He dealt particularly with the hospital 
conditions on the Eastern front, com- 
paring, the present conditions with 
those which existed during .the first 
year of the war, and explaining how 
tho Y.M.C.A. can help the wounded 
In a thousand and one ways.'' In clos- 
ing Mr. McClaln said he was look- 
ing fpr ten men to do Y.M.C.A. work 
In Egypt, and for an additional ten 
for Mesopotamia. He showed that 
the Y.M.C.A. now fills a definlto 
place in our armies, and offers a 
splendid opportunity for men of mili- 
tary age who aro physically unfit to 
"do their bit." Mr. McClaln's ad- 
dress was followed by a hymn and a 
solo by Mr. "Wilson. 

Light refreshments were then serv- 
ed by the Social Committee, and the 
evening was closed with two more 
hymns and a prayer for the boys in 
the trenches.

BOSS SAVAGE WON PRIZE. 



Sophomore Tear Took Inter-Year 
Sports' Shield After Inter- 
esting Contest. 



"Come fill your passes up to Mc- 
Gill, McGill, - McGill," sang the com- 
petitors in the Sports' Day events, as 
they marched out of the R. V. C. on 
to the tennis courts, transformed <or 
the occasion into a campus, at two 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon. Around 
the edges of the field were chairs for 
the onlookers, and in one corner a 
small square of harrowed ground for 
the broad jump. Suspended from the 
trees were curious things, waste-pa- 
per baskets, coloured ribbons — ss'a! 
those last are "not to bo noticed until 
the obstacle race! Pretend you don't 
see them, and for goodness sake don't 
call anyone's attention to them! 

The second event on the programme 
was the high Jump, which was very 
interesting as an exhibition of good 
jumping, Miss Quèenle Savage's style 
being particularly fine. The winners 
were Miss Abbott and Miss Moody 
tying for first place, and next Miss 
K. Cameron. The third Item was one 
of the most amusing of tho afternoon, 
it consisted of a blind driving race, 
In which each year was represented 
by a team of two (blindfolded), and 
a driver.

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No doubt many around the University will be loud in their pro- 
tests against the repeated use of the term "co-operation" which may 
be claimed to have been worn threadbare with continued use. But 
who is to blame 1 We have repeatedly made the lack of active sup- 
port towards student activities in general the subject of editorial 
comment, and in the face of prevailing circumstances we still claim 
the propriety of resuming this course. 

No undergraduate institution, however well organized, can hope 
to survive unless it has the active co-operation of the student body. 
Nothing is so deterrent to progress ivencss as a passive interest in 
the things which should count and are worthy of the best effort that 
can be expended upon them. How often is this spirit of unconcern 
manifested towards the institutions about the ' Campus, which in 
reality, were the average man to stop and consider, would be re- 
garded as indispensable to University life. The real difficulty is 
that the majority do not stop to think, and consequently the task of 
maintaining and ensuring the maintenance of such essentials — for 
many have 1 almost grown to be such — falls upon the shoulders of 
the more public spirited minority. Such disregard of duty is in 
general to be attributed to thoughtlessness only, and not to any de- 
liberate intention of shirking. But is such a failure to think a valid 
or reasonable excuse Î 

An ïïTuitrative example of this attitude of irresponsibility is 
the undergraduate, who not finding an account of yesterday's class 
meeting — "winch, as is often the case, he failed to attend — „ in the 
Daily, complains about the inability of the newspaper staff to keep in 
.touch with affairs. He never dreams that the fault lies with him- 
self or with his classmates for neglecting to turn in a report of the 
meeting in question. This is only an illustrative case, but is typical. 

Such unconcern is undoubtedly due to lack of thought, bred of 
selfishness. Men arc too often prone to regard their duty as ended 
when they have contributed to their own direct interests and are apt 
to pass by the things which arc indirect factors in providing them 
with desirabilities, and, often, essentialities. Their narrowness of 
vision prevents them from recognizing any but those things which 
directly contribute to their interests— truly an attitude far from 
commendable in a University man. 

In the view of the present crisis and the crying need for co- 
operation an attitude of passivity is intolerable. There are institu- 
tions at*McGill which are seriously handicapped, due to the failure, 
on the part of the undergraduate body in general, to co-operate in 
their furtherance. Would not a little consideration upon this matter 
be apropos to what avc have above stated. -

It. But the task of the Church Is 
difficult. The Churph Is the whole 
body of Christian people of varying 
degrees of knowledge. Moreover, 
science is not fixed, but Is constantly 
■ changing- — the Church finds it Im- 
possible to adapt itself to each suc- 
cessive phase of change. 

'The speaker then proceeded to speak 
of the question of higher criticism —a 
most misunderstood term. He went 
on to discuss the origin and use of the 
terms Higher and Lower Criticism. 
Before printing all documents were 
copied by hand. The Bible is com- 
posed of manuscripts that were cop- 
led by hand. Many of .these manu- 
scripts have been destroyed in th-5 
lapse pi- time — many others havj 
been preserved for us in the libraries 
of Europe. The study of these 
manuscripts is called Lower Criticism. 
But more Important than the study Jf 
.text is the authorship, authenticity, 
and date of work. This belongs to 
the realm of Higher Criticism. But 
the critic-. Is nearly always an ardent 
lover of the Bible, as the critic of 
— ! is a lover of Literature.

atthew Arnold was a severe critic 
of English Literature, but his aim 
was In instil an intelligent admira- 
tion for Literature. So with the Bible 
critic — he endeavours to foster a more 
enlightened appreciation of the' Bible. 

To-day.' In view of the war, prob- 
ably our greatest difficulties are con- 
nected with the Idea of Provldenco 
A and f Prayer. We should not conceal 
our doubts nor try and cover them 
up. Candid examination Is necessary. 
War is not a destructlpn of Faith In 
all cases. It may lead to a revival — it 
will depend "largely on the way Faith 
• Is presented to us. 
- Three of our foremost English writ- 
ers of to-day, Chesterton, Wells : and 
./Shaw all convey the necessity of re- 
ligion. Bejlglbn Is necessary to at-

Graduates' Society, was 
recently presented "with the freedom 
of the city of St. Cutharines, Ontario, 
a most unusual honour for any Cana- 
dian city to bestow. The occasion 
was Sir James Grant's first visit to 
that olty, and the^ ceremony was car- 
ried out in the presence of the city 
council, civic boards; public utilities 
commissions, city and county offi- 
cials, and representatives of the vari- 
ous tribunals of the district Af- 
ter the reading of a congratulatory ad- 
dress by Mayor Burgoyne. Sir James. 
In reply, touched upon various events 
In Canadian political history In which 
he had taken a leading part. He 
entered the Faculty of Medicine at 
McGiil as early as 1S49. 

Sir James Grant has had a most 
remarkable career both In politics ami 
private life, and the conferring upon 
him by the University of some fur- 
ther mark of recognition would be an 
honour which would^ be welcomed 
members of the graduate body scat- 
tered in all parts of the world. 

Rapid promotion has been won by 
Captain Oeorge S. Currle, M.C., Art» 
'11, who was previous to enlistment 
connected with a firm of accountants 
In Montreal, and was also a lecturer 
In the Department of Commerce in 
the Faculty of Arts. Early In 1915 
Capt. Currle Joined No. 3 Canadian 
General Hospital (McGlll), as a pri-

FOR BELGIAN RELIEF. 

It. V. C. students have often won- 
iicrcd perhaps about the small box 
marked "Belgian Relief that lies on 
the top of the hall radiator. It Is 
.such a very small iron box indeed, 
and it in only quite seldom, we f«itr. 
that a coin is heard to drop Into It, 
for, there are so many demands made 
on people's pockets now-a-days. Yet 
this same small • box has done it's 
"bit" after all. The kind guardian of 
this box has In her possession two 
notes, of May, 191», and October, 1917 
respectively, acknowledging receipt .of 
ten dollars, and of six dollars und 
twelve cents. Too bad, — could we 
not have mode the latter at least six 
dollars and a quarter? \ But, rb 1 have 
said before, there are so many calls 
for help now-a-days— and this little 
iron box is so tiny, and therefore so 
easily neglected. 

But so was Belgium, too— a very 
small state, indeed, compared to the 
one that invaded her boundary, and 
did she neglect her duty, which was 
to fight for the preservation of her 
neutrality? And shall we, who have 
profited by her fidelity, neglect her 
now, when she is passing through one 
of the most serious phases of her ex 
latence? We read in the documents 
concerning Belgium,' the following;: 

"Before decreeing the forced labor 
and deportation 'en masse' of the Bel 
glan workmen for the economic ad 
vantage of the Empire, the German 
authorities had begun in Belgium a 
system of recruiting among . the , Bel 
glan working classes. They had made 
use of promises and threats at M»e 
same time, in the hope of overcoming 
the resistance to 'military work* for 
Germany. 'Their efforts to entice the 
workmen had practically no result. 
The Germans themselves bear witnfias 
to this, for, In October, 1916, the de- 
cree was Issued from General Head- 
quarters making all Belgians liable tn 
forced labour and deportation 'en 
masse.' Thus the application of the 
system* of industrial slavery and de- 
portation began in Belgium. The 
Germans acted with great severity, 
either using great raids, or a general 
call-up, and then taking away a'.l 
able-bodied men without distinction 
of' age. means of livelihood br occu 
patlon, even dragging workmen from 
their work. Thus, Belgian citizens 
were carried off indiscriminately; liu 
man cattle sacrificed to the war in- 
terests of the German Empire. Dare 
we consider the condition of the fam 
allés which these . men haVe had to 
leave behind them? We can do no 
thing else; on every hand we hear of 
their hard lot. It is true that we have 
helped them, but can we not help 
more when every cent counts so much? 

Take another look at the little box 
In the hall, R.V.C. students, and give 
It a shake. Is it full? Have you an 
extra copper In your pocket?

Us Object. 

The object in forming- the Union 
was to bring; together all women of 
McGill to work for the comfort of 
men enlisting for overseas service, and 
particularly to care for those men go- 
ing from McGill. During the first two 
years of Its operations weekly meet- 
ings for work were held In Strath- 
(: pna Hall, and much work was taken 
out and done by members at home 
Gifts of socks, mufflers, shlrta, etc., 
were made for men pt various units, 
including the McGill Hospital, the 
Sixth Field Ambulance the first re- 
inforcing company of the P.P. C. 1*1. 

Helping tha Oversea. Colleae Units. 

From that time the P. P. C.L.I has 
had a special share in the attentions 
of the Union— the University Com- 
panies being entertained In various 
ways while in Montreal, and large 
consignments of Bhlrts, socks, etc., be- 
ing despatched regularly to the Quar 
termaster of the regiment In France 
for distribution as needed. Additional 
supplies of woollen underwear have 
been bought and forwarded during the 
past year, and already this session 26 
pairs of socks and 100 shirts have been 
despatched. 

The report for 1916-17 states that 
the output of the Union in needlework 
included 1218 pairs of socks, 110 
mufflers, 228 caps, 278 flannel shirts. 
260 pairs of pyjamas. Units that have 
shared in this output being, besides 
the P.P.C.Ii.I.. the McGill Stege Bat- 
tery, now in France; the 13th Siesre 
Battery, now in training in England, 
No. 1 General Hospital (McGill), 
members of the graduating class In 
Medicine, the 6th Field Ambulance, 
Individual McGill men, the Khaki 
Convolcscent Home and the Red 
Cross Society. 

A New Branch. 

A special branch of work added 
during 1918-17 was that of making 
sphagnum moss dressings. This en- 
terprise was due to the suggestion of 
Professor Porter, who not only sup- 
plied the moss, but Investigated the 
whole subject of Us use, of Its suit-

The following letter, circulated by 
the Imperial Ministry of Munitions 
has been received by Miss S. E. Cam 
eron, M.A., Vice-Warden of the Royal 
Victoria College, and Assistant Pro- 
fessor of English, and is printed In 
our columns by her courtesy. It is 
of peculiar Interest to graduates and 
past students who have a taste for 
mechanics. 

Dear Madam— Tour name has been 
given to me In connection with pos- 
sible training of women for employ 
ment in this Division on gauge mea 
sûrement work. 

The work In question is of a some- 
what technical nature, and Is now 
being carried on by men, some of 
whom we desire to replace, so as to 
avoid the necessity of applying for 
more than three , months' exemption 
for them under the Military Service 
Act. 

It Is my Intention to form a small 
class of Instruction for women desir- 
ing to qualify in this work. If found 
proficient, we should expect • an en 
gttgement to be entered into for the 
duration of war, or such less period 
as we may require, at a rate of pay 
depending upon the efficiency attain 
ed. 

For this work we need women who 
have had an elementary mathematical 
or physical laboratory training, in 
eluding simple calculations, involving 
the use of trigonometrical tables, and 
who also, have some taste for mechanl 
cal problems. Further, good eyesight 
is essential, as precision measurement 
of this kind entails close application 
frequently with .artificial light. 

The training to be given is intended 
to qualify for work with micrometers 
and other measuring instruments in 
the measurement and inspection of 
the gauges which are to be used for 
munitions Inspection, such gauges be- 
ing manufactured to our drawings and 
carefully checked in our laboratory as 
regards all measurements before ap- 
proval and Issue to our Inspecting 
staff In the vafluos munitions plants 

Should you feel Inclined to consid- 
er, employment of this kind, which is, 
of course, of vital Importance In con- 
nection with carrying on the war, I 
snail be very glad to give you any 
furthre Information, or to arrange for 
an interview.
